Thursday morning L. P. Andrews, 


manager of the City W ater company, 
received an opinion handed down by 
the state public service commission 
on the application of the company for 
an increase in water rates following 
the installation of modern machinery, 
filtration 
plant 
and other 
improve­ 
ments on order from the commission. 
The application was filed October 29, 
1914, and the City of Sedalia inter­ 
vened, filing a petition 
against 
the 
proposed increase. 
K. L. Baldwin, 
representing 
Hie 
commission, made a physical valuation 
of the properties of-the water company 
and the commission taking under con­ 
sideration his report and going over it 
thoroughly placed the valuation of the 
property on October 
20, 
1915, 
at 
$500,000. 
The application for the proposed in 
crease of rates is granted 
by 
the 
commission, but it does not contain 
a schedule, neither has 
a 
schedule 
been filed with the commission. Facts 
are alleged in the application as to 
the value of the applicant’s property, 
its earnings and expenses, 
to 
show 
that the rates existing are unreason­ 
ably low and confiscatory in charac­ 
ter and the commission provides a way 
to fix such reasonable rates 
as 
will 
enable applicant to earn a net return 
of 7 per cent on its investment. 
The commission in its finding states 
that the rates paid for fire hydrant 
service in Sedalia 
are 
much 
lower 
than the average in cities of I he state, 
and that the rates for domestic and 
public service are substantially lower 
than the average. 
The commission announces it has 
decided not to fix a schedule of in­ 
creased rates at this time, but adds 
that a schedule should 
be 
adopted 
which w ill be equitably adjusted as 
between the different classes of ser­ 
vice, and which w ill yield an estim at­ 
ed increase in gross earnings of $16,- 
624.83 over the earnings under tin 
present rates. 
The commission says such a sched­ 
ule should be prepared by the com 
pany with the aid of the expert of the 
commission and a representative of 
the city, to be filed 
with 
and 
ap 
proved by the commission. 
The opinion was handed down by 
John Kennish and all members of the 
commission concurred in the ruling. 
The order given is effective April 
‘JO, 1916, and the City W a te r compan> 
has until on or before April JO to no­ 
tify the commission as to whether the 
terms of the order are accepted and 
w ill be obeyed. 
The proposed increase in rates is 
expected to be the heaviest on fin 
hydrant rentals instead of private con 
sumers in the city. 
The commission found thatt lie Se­ 
dalia plant is not excelled 
by 
any 
other in the United States and that 
the water furnished the people is 99 
per cent pure, or a great deal higher 
average than is obtained in any otbri­ 
ck y of the size of Sedalia, and its rec­ 
ommendation is based on the propo­ 
sition that, the company 
should 
re­ 
ceive proper compensation for the ser­ 
vice rendered the public.

Junction, Col., in 1912, and called the 
National Midland T ra il association. 
The 
first 
work 
the 
association 
found necessary to do was to improve 
road conditions 
through 
the moun­ 
tains, and they have spent nearly all 
of their energy 
in 
the 
past three 
years in this work. 
They have 
succeeded 
in 
having 
spent on the roads between the Kan- 
is-Colorado 
line 
and 
the 
Pacific 
coak a million dollars per year dur­ 
ing that time, 
and 
now- 
have 
the 
roads in such a condition that tour­ 
ing is not only possible, 
but 
is a 
pleasure through those states. It is 
desirable to extend their organization 
to the Atlantic coast in order that a 
continuous route may be formed. By 
so doing towns anti communities on 
tho route become committed to each 
other for this purpose, w ith the result 
f having better roads and increased 
motor travel o\er them. 
In order that this work might be 
furthered, the National Midland Trail

The 
announcement of this fact has been 
greeted with great satisfaction, since 
the cost of the material for the dress­ 
ings hitherto has been

creasing item. 
Sphagnum moss is found 
in 
the 
English Lake district, in Wales, and 
in Ireland. 
It is considered more ab­ 
sorbent than cotton w'ool and less like­ 
ly to become sodden and uncomfort­ 
able. 
For these reasons it is found 
admirable for dressing wounds before 
the patient starts on the journey to 
Jthe hospital.

Cost of $6,250,000. 


St. Loui.s, Mo., April 7.—The muni­ 
cipal bridge across 
tile 
Mississippi 
river here, which the city is building 
at a cost of $6,250,000, is nearing com­ 
pletion, and it is thought it will be 
formally opened next October. 
Erection of the steel approaches on 
the east side is now under way. 
The river piers of the bridge were 
begun 
seven 
years ago. 
After the 
bridge proper had been finished, the 
city was forced to stop work because 
of lack of funds to build the approach 
on the Illinois side. Three successive 
bond issues for the approach were de­ 
feated, opposition having been made 
to the route of the approach which 
the 
city 
had selected. 
The fourth 
bond issue carried. 
The bridge will be the fourth to 
span the river at St. Louis. 
The fa­ 
mous Eads bridge—the first to span 
the river—was opened in 1874. 
This 
is a double deck structure—the lower 
deck being used for railways and the 
upper deck for wagons, street cars 
and pedestrians. 
Three miles north 
of 
the 
Eads 
bridge is the Merchants* 
bridge, 
a 
railway structure, and a short distance 
north of that is the McKinley bridge, 
used by the Illinois Traction System. 
The municipal bridge is a two-deck 
affair, like the Eads bridge, and is 
designed for railway, 
wagon, 
street 
car and pedestrian traffic.

Amsterdam, April 6.—While all of 
Europe’s spare cash 
is 
being 
con­ 
verted at a furious rate into shells 
and bombs, the United 
States con­ 
tinues to find money to bestow* on 
the acquisition of flashing stones that 
are turned out by the 
famous dia- j 
mond cutters of Amsterdam. The po- j 
sition in the 
“brilliants” 
branch of 
this industry 
has 
considerably 
im­ 
proved in recent 
months 
owing to 
the increasing demand from Ameri­ 
ca, although the “rose cut” diamond 
trade is almost 
dead, 
owing to the 
cessation of orders from tho Balkan 
states, where, before the war, a regu­ 
lar demand existed for stone.; cut in 
what is 
called 
the 
“old-fashioned 
way.” 
The Amsterdam diamond trade has 
always been closely 
connected with 
the world’s wars. It owes its origin to 
a w*ar, having been transferred here 
after the capture of Antwerp by the 
Spaniards as far back 
as 
1585, and 
since then no big political crisis has 
ever occurred but the diamond trade 
has immediately felt the consequen­ 
ces. When the present w*ar broke out 
practically all of Am sterdam ’s seven­ 
ty 
diamond 
cutting establishm ents, 
with their 8,000 w*heels, were closed 
down. But during the past year the 
unemployment figure 
has gradually 
dwindled from 8,000 out of about 10,- 
000 workers to 
3,900 
in December, 
which total has since fallen further 
to about 3,000.
